B. B. Herbert of Chicago, 
of the association, then arose and 
moved that the association extend the 
thanks of its members to Mr. Pulitzer for 
having written the article. The motion 
was carried. 

“7 would also offer a resolution,” he said, 
“that this association does hereby indorse 
the School of Journalism, which means 
that it has the support of 1000 of the lead- 
ing newspaper publishers in the United 
States.” 

The motion was carried by a rising unan- 
imious vote and with cheers that lasted sev- 
eral minutes. 

“In making this motion,"’ said Mr. Her- 
bert, “I wish to say that thase who were 
@arly in the foundifig of this organization 
know something of the difficulties and dis- 
couragement attending the beginning of 
any new movement along this line. There 
must be a period of education of the pub- 
lio mind in establishing any great new 
thought. 

“What Mr. Pulitzer has done is not for 
the profession of journalism alone, but 
for*all the people who as soon as they 
learn of its scope will give it universal ap- 
proval and praise. It is the belief of 
everyone who has given the matter of ed- 
ucation any thought that everything that 
@ man can learn by hard knocks he can 
be taught by edugation. Although prac- 
tice will sti'l be » ‘mary to skill in news- 
paper work, there is no reason why we 
should. force young men to leain in 
the dear school of experience when 
through Mr. Pulitzer’s generosity the 
ablest men in the profession may be em- 
ployed to impart the knowledge to them. 

“There is no field of knowledge which is 
mot nece*®sary to the editor. He must be 
Gonversant with economics and education. 
@verything connected with or bearing cn 
the welfare of the people. Therefore. no 
Institution in the United States in the fu- 
ture will be found so important to the 
ccuntry as the college of journalism, be- 
cause it is educating the educators of the 
people.’

5 SEEKING PEACE 


Sir Hugh Gilzean-Reid Confirms Re- 
port of His Monarch’s Message - 
to Czar. 


DELIGHTED WITH THE FAIR 


Press Parliament President Discusses 
Libel Laws Which Will Come 
Up Before Meeting. 


Sir Hugh Gilzean-Reid, president of the 
World’s Press Parliament, which convenes 
at the World’s Fair Thursday, and his 
daughter, Miss Octable Turquet Gilzean- 
Reid, who arrived in St. Louis yesterday, 
hav& apartments at the Hotel Hamilton. 
This is their first visit to America from 
their home at Dollis Hill House, London, 


Northwest. 

Sir Hugh spent Monday afternoon view- 
ing the World’s Fair, and is delighted with 
what he saw there, even if he did see it 
through the rain. To the Post-Dispatch 
Sir Hugh said: 

“I am thoroughly delighted with the 
Fair, not only by its magnitude but even 
more by the artistic excellence of the 
buildings. I was most agreeably surprised 
that it is so near completion.’’ Speaking of 
the Press Parliament, he continued: 

“One of the most important matters to 
come before the Press Parliament is the 
agitation for Mbel laws which will protect 
the publishers from the many libel sults 
brought over insignificant matters. In Eng- 
land we have much trouble with a class of 
solicitors who sean the newspapers each 
day searching for some small error on 
which they may procure a client and bring 
a libel suit. I was actually sued once be- 
cause a man’s name was spelled in_ the 
paper ‘Smythe’ instead of ‘Smith.’ This is 
relieved to a great extent, however, by the 
enforcement of a law compelling a plaintiff 
to give security for costs in a libel suit.” 

Changing his conversation to the Rus- 
so-Japanese war, Sir Hugh confirmed the 
published reports that King Edward is 
sevking to erd hostilities. 

“King Edward is for peace. He did not 
like to see the war between Russia and 
Japan begin, and wishes to see it brought 
to an end as soon as possible. When the 
new British ambassador went to St. Peters- 
burg, he ‘¢arrieti a message from the King 
to the Czar suggesting that peace be 
brought about. This was the first sugges- 
tion of peace made. This message from 
the King has greatly increased his pop- 
ularity with the masses in @ngland. Eng- 
land at large svympathizes with Japan.” 

Miss Giizeam-Reid is enjoying greatly her 
first visit to America, though the climate 
is different from that of England. When 
she reached New York she found the 
weather warmer than she had ever Known 
it in her London home. She elso com- 
mented especially upon the large and beau- 
tiful trees she has seen in St. Louis. 

Sir Hugh and his daughter will remain in 
St. Louis two weeks, visiting the Fair 
He will preside at the session of the 
World's Press Parliament. Before their re- 
turn to England they will visit relatives in 
Canada for a short time.

@urpassed. Men of the most diverse mental attitudes assemble 
for an exchange of ideas on equal terms. All will be enriched 
by such a commerce. 

The future is in the keeping of the newspaper press. ll 
tha domestic, political and economic questions of the nationali- 
ties and the wider proposals looking to peace among the na- 
tions—all the the humanizing ideals seeking realization—thees 
miist be worked out in the newspaper press. 

It is a trust which cannot be treated cynically or under- 
taken lightly without proper qualification or adequate prepara- 
tion. For this reason the meetings this week, collecting, as they 
do, scattered talents from all over the world for comparison ani 
improvement, must be held of the highest value by all who par- 
ticipate. 

The rays of good purpose and laudable endeavor converge 
at the Fair. In a special sense journalism is this week the 
heart of the world, the center of all that is most liberal and 
progressive. It is a thought which cannot but inspire every 
newspaper man who takes part, either as delegate or spectator.

The Primary Election Law. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The action of Election Commissioner Mc- 
Caffrey, in refusing the Folk people the 
right to copy the primary election books, 
on the 12th of March, was, according to 
my view of the matter, an arbitrary pro- 
ceeding and not warranted by law. As I 
understand the opinion of City Counselor 
Bates, he simply quotes the law saying 
that the primary books shall be open to 
the inspection of any citizen for thirty 
Gays. That was not the real issue on the 
i8th day of March. The construction of 
the law involved the meaning of inspec- 
tion which, in my opinion, is synonymous 
with examination of the books, which car- 
ries with. it the right to make such copies 
or memorandum as are necessary to aid 
the memory, as no man simply inspecting 
the books can possibly carry in his mem- 
ory the records of the books in a primary 
election. The Democratic primaries were 
held on the 12th of March, and the Repub- 
lican primaries were held on the 15th ol 
March, consequently the law permitted 
any citizen to inspect the books until the 
sth of April. Suppose, for instance, the 
Republican primaries had been held 29 
days after the Democratic primary, would

COMPARATIVE VALUE OF BOYS ANDGIRLS. 


In a ruling in a damage case a New Jersey court holds that 
@ boy's life exceeds in value that of a girl—say two to one. 

Of course this was on the basis of the probable pecuniary 
Value of life, the only kind of value the law can take note of. 
The judge said the boy's life would probably be valuable to 
his parents, because he must become a breadwinner, The girl 
might become a breadwinner, but there was no certainty 
about it. 

This reflects the facts of 70 years ago with tolerable exactness. 
And the law coincided with the needs. But how much of truth is 
there in the assertion now? In poor families does not the 
daughter contribute as often and as much to the needs of 
the parents as the sont Even in families withdrawn from the 
pressing struggle for existence, the daughter’s services are as 
valuable as the son’s, when the aid of either is required. 

The rule is certainly too rigid for the facts of the twentieth 
century. On the basis of pecuniary value to the parents, sons 
and daughters are, in general, equal.

N THE edge of the Black Forest, 
() midway between S&trassburg and 
Basel, with a view sweeping the 
rich Rhein valley as far as the rugged 
outline of Vosegen is the City of Freiburg. 
At a great natural gateway to the more in- 
accussible parts’ of the country beyond, 
since the midle ages when it was founded, 
it has been famous as a place of trade. 
In many respects, it early history is that 
of the typical South German town. Its 
merchants, in spite of continuous warfare 
with their noble neighbors grew rich and 
prosperous and built great substantia] 
houses with carved stone fronts and 
wrought-iron transoms. The university had 
its roll of distinguished pupils before the 
discovery of America. Master Masons and 
stonecutters were sent from here all over 
the neighboring parts of Europe. and the 
delicate frost-like beauty of the cathedral 
at Milan and the intricate trcery of the 
west front at Strassburg testify to the 
skill of their work. At home also they 
were not idle and in the center of the 
market place arose a great church of red 
sandstone. Although reflecting the various 
styles of architecture that came and went 
during the four hundred years that passed 
from the time when its corner-stone was 
laid until the last vauit in the choir was 
finished, it is nevertheless always graceful 
and never inharmonious. 

But today, interesting as the old side of 
Freiburg may beto the esthete and student 
it is not for this reason that this com- 
paratively small town of about sixty thous- 
and inhabitants is occupying such an im- 
portant position in the eyes of other and 
larger cities. The eminent success with 
which its citizens own and manage those 
affairs of common interest, which are as a 
rule given over into the hands of corpora- 
tions, is causing the Frieburger system to

A walk through the main streets of the 
town causes an American to open his eyes 
with astonishment. He sees electric cars 
of the latest pattern, with every device for 
comfort and safety, running on a basis of 
legs than two and.a half cents within the 
city mits. He will look in vain on exterior 
or interior for any sign of an owning com- 
pany other than the red cross of the city's 
coat of arms. Tracks, rolling stock and 
motive power are all public property, and 
the neatly uniformed conductor, who takes 
your fare and wishes you good-day at the 
same time is a city official.

He will read the advertisements and tele- 
grams off a city bulletin column, will take 
his meals at the city dining-rooms, dinner 
six and a half cents, supper five and coffee 
and bread two and a half, and in so doing 
will get well-cooked food and as much as 
he can eat. In short if he keeps his eyes 
open he will find that the city takes the

A master of ceremonies for President 
Francis, who will decide all questions of 
rank and precedence at public functions 
duing the World's Fair, is to be appointed 
by the executive committee of the Exposi- 
tion. The selection has not been made, 
but the name of Allen V. Cockrell, who 
has been the World's Falr representative 
at Washington and who is familiar with 
the social usages prevailing at the nation's 
capital, is being considered. 


trom deciding questions of precedence will 
be to make arrangements for all of. Presi- 
rent Francis’ public appearances and to 
avoid conflicting dates. 

Monday morning President Francis was 
scheduled to welcome the members of the 
National Editorial Association in the Hall 
of Congresses at the World's Fair. At 10 
o'clock he was expected to welcome M. 
Jusserand, the French Ambassador at the 
headquarters of the French Commission on 
Lindell boulevard. The result was that the
